THE LARGER PERSPECTIVE 

Each evening during the past sum¬ 
mer Albert Hall, London’s largest 
auditorium, was crowded, mainly by 
young people, who assembled to hear 
nothing but the gréatest music. No 
concession to so-called “popular” 
taste was sought or given. 

The Roman Catholic Church gives 
much publicity to its converts from 
Protestantism, but seldom mentions 
those who make a change in the other 
direction. In answer to a query, 262 
Presbyterian churches in the New 
York Synod reported that during the 
past year they had received 618 form¬ 
er Roman Catholics into membership, 
while losing 167 people to the Roman 
faith. 

The World Council of Churches 
now comprises one hundred and six- 
teen communions, in thirty-six coun- 
tries. In the past six or eight months 
twenty-three churches in fifteen 
countries have joined. The new mem- 
bers include the Coptic Church in 
Egypt, the Church of Greece, the 
Protestant Church of Indonesia, the 
Church of Korea, the United Free 
Church of Scotland and the Society of 
Friends in Canada. 

It is encouraging to note that the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
featured the Mendelssohn Choir of 
Toronto over a nation-wide broad- 
cast. The choir consisted of 230 sing- 
ers assisted by a symphony orehes- 
tra and four soloists. The perform¬ 
ance was from Convocation Hall, 
under the direction of Sir Ernest Mac- 
Millan. The interesting feature was 
that this choir sang Johnann Sebas- 
tian Bach’s St. Matthew Passion. The 
entire program lasted three hours, 
and was a history making event in 
broadcasting. Bach’s music is gaining 
constant and increased recognition.

VALHALLA’S YOUNG PEOPLE’S 
WORK 

The Young People’s Christian As¬ 
sociation, the first arganization of the 
young people of the local Lutheran 
congregation took plaee in the Val¬ 
halla school house, the evening of 
May 24, 1919. Olaf Horte served as 
chairman of the meeting. The name 
chosen was “The Young People’s 
Christian Association. Sixteen mem¬ 
bers joined. 

On October 1, 1920' this group vot- 
ed to support the congregation in 
building a church. On March 5, 1921, 
the Y.P.C.A. voted unanimously to 
join the Norwegian Young People’s 
League of Alberta and that year sent 
$50 to the mission fund of the league. 
The last record of the Y.P.C.A. is dat- 
ed February 24, 1922. During the fol¬ 
lowing years work was carried on. 
Though not always organized, the 
young people carried on as a choir, 
string band, etc. 

On April 14, 1937, under the guid- 
anee of Pastor T. J. Vikse, a group of 
nine young people met at the home of 
A. Nepstad to organize a senior Y.P. 
L.L. Valhalla Y.P.L.L. has been rep- 
resented at each of the last two Dis- 
trict conventions and has taken an ac- 
tive part in the District and Interna¬ 
tional work of the Y.P.L.L. 

As mentioned in another issue of 
The Shepherd, in an article written 
by Norman Foster, president of the 
Peace River Y.P.L.L. Circuit, you may 
visit Valhalla and see for yourself, 
the place where God’s Word was first 
planted in the Peace River district. 
Pastor H. N. Ronning still lives at 
Valhalla. It may be God’s will that 
he be present at this large gathering 
of Christian young people on July 28 
to August 1, around the Word that he 
loved and lived in the country that he 
loves so much.

Farlig Surdeig 

7 s.etter trefoldighet—Matt. 16:5-12 

De hadde glemt aa ta brød med. 
Og da Jesus advarte dem mot fari- 
seerenes og saduseernes surdeig, 
mente de i aandelig uforstand at det 
var det Jesus siktet til. Det hørte med 
til Herrens prøvelser, og ikke til de 
minste, denne forferdelige uaande- 
lighet, hvormed hans ellers tro disip¬ 
ler tok i mot hans ord. Jesus refser 
dem derfor. Det var mangel paa tro 
at de kunne tenke seg brødmangel 
som grunn til hans advarsel. De hadde 
jo sett underet med bespisningen 
baade av de 5,000 og de 4,000, og at 
det ble mange kurver til overs. De 
maatte da forstaa at den slags brød 
kunne Herren lett skaffe til veie, saa 
det var ikke om det han talte. Og da 
forsto de hva han mente: fariseernes 
og saduseernes lærdom og lære. 

Fariseerne med deres selvlagede og 
selvretferdige fromhet, deres kolde 
serempnier, tradisjoner og eksklusive 
innstilling overfor andre, sadduseer- 
nes lettferdige, halv,hedenske vantro 
og rasjonalisme—begge har sine et¬ 
terfølgere ogsaa i dag. Særlig er pave- 
kirken full av fariseeisme, mens ny- 
rasjonalismen i mange protestantiske 
samfunn gaar i sadduseerenes spor. 

Det er farlig ikke aa være en Jesu 
disippel. Den som viser fra seg Guds 
naade, faar ingen ting annet aa for¬ 
late seg paa enn sin egen kraft. Men 
den rekker ikke lagt. “For vi har,” 
skriver Paulus, “ikke kamp mot blod 
og kjød, men mot makter, mot myn¬ 
digheter . . . mot ondskapens aande- 
hær i himmelrummet”—Ef. 6:12. Og 
mennskelig makt rekker ikke til naar 
det er spørsmaal om aandernes strid 
om evig liv og evig død. Den som 
støter bort Guds naade er visselig 
fortapt. 

Men skjønt Bibelen saa ofte taler 
om farene for de som blir i verden, 
glemmer den ikke farene for de som 
vil gjøre alvaar av aa være Jesu disip¬ 
ler. Disse farer truer ikke bare den 
begynnende troen. Sant nok kan en 
ofte legge merke til at det er som om 
hele ondskapens aandehær i samlet 
tropp vil angripe det menneske som 
nyss er vakt til aandelig liv. Men 
heller ikke den modne kristne gaar 
fri av fristelser. For han finnes det 
spesielle fristelser, kanskje ikke saa 
mange, men likevel saa mye farligere 
for han har vanskelig ved aa legge 
merke til naar de kommer. Angre¬ 
pene paa vaart aandelige liv skjer 
saa lumskt at vi ikke vet ordet av det 
før vi faller. 

Det er netop om disiplenes fristel¬ 
ser Jesus taler i vaar tekst. Han kal¬ 
ler dem fariseernes og saduseernes 
surdeig. Og det er farlig surdeig. Det 
var netop de tolv utvalgte som 
trengte denne advarselen, de som 
stod ham nærmere enn alle andre. En 
skulle kunne tro at avstanden mellom 
dem og fariseerne skulle være saa stor 
at en slik formaning burde være over¬ 
flødig. Men Jesus kjenner menneske¬ 
hjertets svakhet. Det er framfor alt 
du som er en disippel, en troende som 
trenger aa advares mot fariseeismen. 

Surdeigen har som vi vet, en ganske 
merkverdig egenskap. Det trenges 
saa lite av .den i deigen for at den 
skal gjennomsyres, hvis gjæring- 
sprosessen varer lenge nok. Med det 
iblotte øye kan du ikke iaktta _ stor 
forandring i deigen mens gjæringen 
foregaar. Likevel skjer det en gjen¬ 
nomgripende forandring med den. 
Det merkes tydelig ' naar brødet er 

ferdig. , . . . 

Slik er det ogsaa med fanseismens 
fristelser. De kommer over deg saa 
umerkelig at du ikke synes det er 
nødvendig aa være paa noen særskilt 
vakt mot dem. Det skal dog ikke mye 
til for at en disippel av Jesus for- 


derves i bunn og grunn. Utviklingen 
begynner med at litt aandelig selv- 
godhet og selvtilstrekkelighet vinner 
inngang i din sjel. Kanskje det er nok 
for deg aa sammenligne deg selv med 
de som ennaa staar utenfor Guds 
rike. Det kan være nok til at det aan¬ 
delige hovmotet skal begynne sin 
gjæringsprosess og ødeleggende 
gjerning inne i hjertebunnen. Saa 
gaar prosessen videre: din skyldbe- 
vissthet skyves tilside av egenkjær¬ 
lighet, og ditt forhold til Gud taper 
sitt liv og blir vanemessig. Et slikt 
menneske kan nok framdeles tale om 
sine aandelige oplevelser og erfar¬ 
inger, ja, til og med paa et varmt, 
overbevisende spraak. Men Gud om 
ingen annen merker at det bare er 
ytre pynt og tomme ord. Det gaar 


Read Roms. 2:17-29, “But, he is a 
Jew who is one inwardly; and cir- 
cumcision is that of the heart.” 

There is much religion in the world 
but little Christianity. Christianity is 
a religion of the heart. Christianity 
changes the heart even as the Word 
of God says, “Wherefore if any man 
is in Christ, he is a new creature.” 
Man’s heart is the crux of all his dif- 
ficulties and problems because it is 
the springboard of all his sin. We 
cannot argue against Holy Writ as it 
declares that, “the heart is deceitful 
above all things—who Can know it?” 
The heart is so deceitful that some- 
times it is difficult to know whether 
an individual is being deceived by 
his own deceitful heart or if it is 
plain hypocrisy, as he or she pro- 
fesses faith in Christ. Jesus said . . . 
“even so ye also outwardly appear 
righteous unto men, but inwardly ye 
are full of hyprocrisy and iniquity.” 

In the text the Holy Spirit direct- 
ed Paul to write a jarring indictment 
to the self-righteous and hypocrites 
of that day. To the self-righteous 
Paul catalogues several charges 
against their false and hypocritical 
basis of salvation. Of these we shall 
consider briefly a few salient ones, 
viz: “bearest the name of a Jew,” 
“resteth upon the law,” “gloriest in 
God,” and “knowest His will.” 

To bear the name of a Jew was sig- 
nificant in the days of Christ and 
Paul. Paul wrote . . . “What advant- 
age then hath a Jew? or what is the 
profit of circumcision? Much every 
way. First of all, that they were en- 
trusted with the oraeles of God.” 
They were God’s chosen people..God 


How thrilled I was as a little boy 
when the threshers came for dinner! 
There they were — fresh from the 
fields — with the rust of the fields 
on their clothes and faces and with 
chaff and fragments of straw from 
the threshing outfit spilling from 
folds or cuffs or pockets. The tang of 
grain and straw and sweat helped me 
to understand they had been very 
busy out there in the fields. And as I 
heard them talk and saw them eat, 
I sensed that the work they were do- 
ing must be very important and very 
urgent—there was little loitering and 
no delay. What could have been. a 
banquet was finished in twenty min- 
utes or less and soon they were off for 
the fields again. The little boy in the 
kitchen corner wished that he too 
might very soon have a part in that 
great work out in the fields. 

Perhaps it was a similar feeling' 
many of us had at our recent church 
convention as we listened to men. 
fresh from the fields of the Kingdom 
as they brought reports of the work

had blessed and guided them in a 
singular manner. They were the re- 
cipients of God’s revelation, superior 
knowledge and privileges. We could 
write at length on the signifieance of 
an individual, who is a member of 
the Christian Church. This is particu- 
larly true where that membership 
stems from infant baptism, inasmuch 
as Christ said, “ye did not choose lyte, 
but I chose you,” which is embodied 
in ChrisPs final, great commission, 
“Go ye, there, and make disciples— 
baptizing them.” 

The blessings that aeeompany mem¬ 
bership in the Christian Church are 
far-reaching. But it is extremely im¬ 
portant that men understand that 
these outward eonneetions do not 
guarantee salvation. It is this very 
thing of trusting in these outward 
things that made Paul throw off the 
cover to his readers. They trusted not 
least of all that they were God’s eleet 
because they were Jews. Who among 
us have not heard men and women of 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church hold 
forth their credentials of baptism and 
confirmation? These are spiritual 
blessings of no mean signifieance but 
when an individual trusts in his or 
her baptism, confirmation, church 
membership, church attendance and 
a score of other befitting evidenees 
as the basis and hope of their eternal 
salvation, these need to be blasted 
from your erumbling and false trust. 

Christianty is of the heart. A genu¬ 
ine Christian life is more than out¬ 
ward profession. Christianity is the 
possession of Christ as a living reali- 
ty, not a dead profession of Him.

or discussed the problems and needs. 
At first you did not discern the dust 
and the sweat for that was not on the 
clothes or the foreheads.

Unlike the little boy in the kitchen 
corner we did not have to yearn for 
the time when we could be along in 
the great work. Through our prayers

FRESH FROM THE FIELDS 
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THE MAKING OF A CHRISTIAN 
WORKMAN 

Mrs. Florence Dagsgaard Esdale, 
of Central Lutheran, Edmonton sends 
this resume of the messages of Paul 
J. Lindell on his visit in that congre- 
gation. This is a summary appearing 
in the Central Lutheran Parish Paper. 

“iChrist came to seek and save men 
who are lost. But He is faced with a 
huge problem in saving men. Not only 
are we loaded down with inumerable 
sins and transgressions but our hearts 
are hard. We are self-centered, self- 
willed, and self-sufficient, and do not 
see our need of Christ. 

“On Sunday night we saw how God 
has approached this problem through 
the enactment of two covenants. (Gal. 
4:21-31). The first is the Covenant of 
the Law, designed to expose the true 
nature of the human heart, bring the 
sinner to collapse and despair over 
his own sin and weakness, and bring 
him to flee to Christ for refuge and 
salvation. 

“On Monday, from Rom. 16:25-27, 
we pursued this process of God’s 
working into the life of the Christian 
to see that in much the same way he 
must learn to live his whole life in 
all its relationships by faith in Christ’s 
grace. 

“Tuesday night brought us a picture 
of God’s servant in the dark recesses 
of a cave. Adversity broke loose upon 
him from every side. (Ps. 142). But 
here was where he learned to pray, to 
stand alone in God’s strength, to find 
his delight in God, to walk by faith, 
and to fill his mouth with trmmph- 
ant praises. 

“On Wednesday we observed from 
Ps. 78 some of the ways by which 
God is limited in His plan for us. We 
His love, and His power. We further 
limit Him in the realm of his claims, 
limit Him by our refusal to confess 
our sins, by our unwillingness, by un- 
belief, and by seeking secondary 
things first. 

“Finally on Thursday we looked 
at the secret of becoming a ‘Noble 
Tim. 2:20-23. A ‘Noble VesseT is a 
Vessel’ in the hand of God, from II 
sancified vessel, cleansed separated 
and dedicated to God’s use. It is fur- 
thermore a vessfd that has utility, that 
is ‘meet for''the Masters use’, always 
ready to serve. It is also an adaptible 
vessel ‘prepared fpr every good work’, 
with a humble and meek spirit ready 
to serve even in the most lowly tasks. 
One is made a ‘Noble VesseT by purg- 
ing, by fleeing ‘Youthful Lusts’ such 
as stubborness, independence, vanity, 
cliqueishness, resentmemnts, impat- 
ience, quick rash judgements, suspic- 
iousness, being argumentive, opinion- 
ated and the like. Then one must aim 
at righteousness, faith, love, and 
peaoe. In this pursu.it he must be in 
intimate fellowship with ‘All those 
who dall upon the Lord out of a pure 
heart.’ We need to realize our depend- 
ence on other Chri cians.”
